MUSIC FOR’ BLOO

- . Upon Patients. 


Recent experiments conducted 
at the Weatminster Hospital by 
Professor Swalé Vincent and his 
assistant, Mr. J. H. Thompgon, have 
established the fact, that various 
forms of music have different 
effects on the blood pressure of lis- 
teners. : o 
‘Mr. Thompson showed a reporter 
of a London paper the newly- 
invented apparatus ‘which was 
used with conspicuous  suc- 
ceds | in the experiments, 
“Provioudly ‘it has only been 
possible to calculate a man’s blood 
pressure at a certain, given mo- 
ment,” he said “but by means of 
this apparatus we are ‘able to fol- 
low on graph the variations of blood 
pressure over an jndefinite period. 
Researches have ‘been made Into 
the fluctuations in the blood pres- 
sure ‘of a man under an-anaesthe- 
tic;. but recently our. attentions 
have been directed to the effect of 


music on the listener.”

“‘The'latest experiments, which 
were carried out with co-operation 
of the’ Columbia Company, showed 
that the pressure of ‘the blood js 
lowered by an’ over-dose of 4 
single tune, while it is raised by a 
change of melody or rhythm.

Thompson explained, “on three 
types of liateners—musical, mildly 
musical, and unmusical. A care- 
ful record was kept of their reac-

GOVERNMENT SALARIES. 


[To the Editor of “China Mail."} 
Sir,—With all this discussion 
going on'in re the. raising of 
more funds for the purpose of in- 
ereasing the salaries of .(in most 
cases valready undoubtedly over 
paid)’ men. in the employment of 


the Government;.f am tempted to]: 


make the: following comments. 
As is pretty generally ‘accepted, 
a Government employee has al- 
lotted ‘to him-and for awhich 
pays. 6'per cent. (or it may 

be 7 per cent.) of his salary “in 
the way. of ‘rent, ‘a resident with 
heavy furniture | (ie) ‘sans, 
crockery, silver, glassware, etc.) 
which the averae’ man in com- 
mercial employment could ‘not 
possibly obtain much under $250 
to $300 per mensem. I quote 
particularly the houses.’ on the 
Peak and on Broadwood Road. ° 

In other words, 2» Government 
employee drawing, say, $700 per 
mensem, pays for his renton the 
basis of approximately $56 per 
mvunsem; whereas a Senior in a com- 
mereial office drawing the same pay 
would have to pay $250 per men- 
sem, . ‘ ., 

On the top of this, the man in 
comercial employment. has to pay 
rates and taxes, water rates, etc. 

Does the Government employee 
have to pay any rates and taxes 
on the house, furnished, which he 
has supplied to him at the nominal 
rent quoted! above?. Does he pay 
‘any Water Rates? If so, on what 
basis, respectively? If not; why 
not?’ More especially “since the 
poor business man. ‘is expected, 
more funds 
for the inereasing of the staffs in 
several Government Depart- 
ments on an increased scale of 
pay and for the purpose of the 
erection of more of these palatial 
residences for the housing of such 
increased staffa on increaged pay.

be possible, he said. 

A simple turn of a switch 
directing the audio current 
through a loudspeaker instead of 
head phones can return the inatru- 
ment to its familiar status of a 
piano, Mr. Schumm continued.
